King said during the news conference that he 
would Join with the Marchers who will leave Selma, 
Alabama, next Sunday (March 7* 1965) on a trek to 
Montgomery, Alabama, to petition Governor George C.

It is aji oversized neighborhood with a tough tireet name 

like Goodbread Alley, an odor of open garbage and a clothes- 
line of faded clean laundry. lt*s the backdrop for a Gershwin 
operetta. But It's real. 

About half of the Negroes here work. The rest are too 
old. too young, too sick — or too pregnant. 

For the older folks, a Social Security check is their salva- 
tion; for the young, direction; for the sick, medicine; and for 
the pregnant, welfare assistance. 

An elderly couple sat on the wooden porch of their “shot- 
gun*' (shack) waiting for the check to arrive. “These people 
live from check to check. If they didn't have it, they wouldn’t 
eU.“ said mailman Woody Greene. “I can leave first class 
mail in any mailbox. But not a check. I have to hand deliver 
il^r it disappears.” 

Three women and a graying man greeted Woody ai he 


approached their 50-unit apartment house on his bike. Two 
young Negro teenagers in unbuttoned sbirU came to a door and 
asked: ‘‘Is Jimmy ileepln?'’ He was. It was 10:45 a.m* 

A loose-lipped woman on the third floor yelled she was too 
sick to come down for her check. So Woody hurdled three 
flights with it. 

“It’s the feast I can do,” said Woody. 

A white milkman feels at ease, too. 

“People have been good to me in the five years I've worked 
here. They give me sandwiches, keep the bad guys off my back. 
They say, *He's our milkman. Leave him alone.* ** 


He starts out at 2 a.m, five days a week. 


Friday morning two men shot a milkman in the wrist and 
robbed him of |200. The police caught the pair. 

“Most of the trouble is caused by the newcomers. Every

Potato* Two Potato/' go to the more expensive Knight Beat 
club and watch exotic dancer Vanessa Matthews, or go to one 
of the many saloons and see his friends. 


*‘A trouble spot could be anywhere. It depends where we 
put the pressure,” said a veteran white policeman. 

I ’Tve never had trouble with the kids/* said the Ne^o 
cop who patrols the area. “If you got a clenched fist you get 
reputation and there’s no problem.

This article further rjointed out that Rock\7ell’s party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Ro dwell Party. 


On August l4, 1964 , a source advised that the ANP -

Pearson's column. I can assure you, however, that this Bureau 
is ever cognizant of its responsibilities, and whenever a violation 
occurs within our Investigative jurisdiction we make every effort to 
discharge our responsibilities with the highest degree of dispatch 
and thoroughness. 
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U’lth respect to your hypothetical question, any attack 
upon an individual would constitute a violation within the jurisdiction 
of local police. Under certain circumstances, such an attack might 
also involve a violation of statutes within the jurisdiction of the FBI 
in which case a thorough investigation would be conducted and the 
results furnished to the Civil Rights Division of the Department of 
Justice for a determination jis to whether Federal prosecution was 
warranted.

He also spoke of the voter 
registration problem in Selma, 
pointing out that part of his
